Dennis Wooton School P.T.A. Is County's Largest

A few years ago the present Perry County School Adminis- 
tration started a wholesale buildir.g program that was to later 
see five new schools go up to take the pace of mam of the 
old "one room school houses," that were so badly outdated. 

One ot the new schools that went up was named tor the 
present county school superintendent Mr. Dennis C. Wooton. 

The Dennis C. Wooton School is located on Kv. 80 a! the 
rear ot the M. C. Napier Hi.’ h School Athletic Field near the 
Appalachian Regional Hospital. 

DWS took the first six grades from Dudley, Hardburly, 
Lower Second Creek, Heiner and Hilton Schools to make up 
its student body that today numbers 500. 

The 7th and 8th grades from the same area attend thc 
Combs Grade School at Combs, Kentucky. 

Principal at Dennis Wooton is Mr. Curtiss Spicer, now in 
his third year at thc school. 

The school is equipped with a well planned cafeteria, 16 
modern class rooms, and a new library. 

The class rooms are furnished with everyone thing that a 
teacher might need to help illustrate the subject better to her 
students 

All the extras in DWS have been brought about by one 
main force, the PTA. 

The Parent, Teacher Association at Dannie Wooton is the 
largest in the county with over 400 membeis on the record 
books. 

According to the school’s principal the PTA is the back 
bone of the hwulc institution when extra cirrcular activities 
take place. 

The teacher never has to worry about anything because 
the PTA homeroom mothers step in and take care of all the 
preparations." 

The outside activities include school parties on all major 
holidays, the annual school carnival and a big treat for each 
student at Christmas. 

There are 54 homeroom mothers at DWS, a homeroom 



mother helps out in the room where her child goes the first 
thing every morning. 

The Dennis Wooton PTA has been the most active in this 
area in the past few months workirg hard to complete the li- 
brary for the students use. 

Using only the money made off the school carnival the 
PTA has purchased 1500 hooks for the library and according 
to Mr. Spicer, "another shipment is on Its way." 

The County Board of Education was forced to buy a mo- 
bile classroom for the school as a result of the PTA’s drive 
for a library. 

The PTA has also stocked the library with a tape recorder, 
tapes, film strips, projector, screens, and bulletin boards. 

The work of the worthy organization did not stop with 
the library instead the PTA has fur-ished the school with maps 
and globes, industrial supplies, workbooks, all testing mater- 
ial. playground equipment and acquarriums for all thc rooms. 

The playground equipment was made all together by the 
PTA preside t Mr Ralph Grigsby. 

Mr. Grigsby is assisted in his officer’s role by the vice- 
president, Mr Hoy Napier, Mrs Shirley McIntosh, secretary 
and Miss Sidney Fugate, treasurer 

To show just how well supported the PTA carnival is, in 
1963 a net profit of $2 000 00 was turned In while in 1964 a 
net of $1.700 00 was made at thc event 

The Christmas treat that the PTA furnishes each student 
is a lar c one with each student receiving, an apple, orange, 
tangerine, 3/4 pound of candy and 3/4 pound of nuts. 

According to the principal, “the treat is solely for I he stu- 
dents." 

OTHER PTA EVENTS 

The PTA has two other major events during the school 
year, the PTA dinner which is set for October 21 and the PTA 
banquet that is held at the last regular meeting of the year. 

At the last PTA meeting a committee was formed to work 
with M. C Napier Football Coach Charles Hall on thc latest 
of the organization s projects.

Physicians' Earnings Covered 

Professional earnings of self- 
employed physicians count for 
social security for taxable years 
ending on December 31, 1965, 
or later. Since many physicians 
file their Federal income tax 
returns on a calendar year bas- 
is. tins means that they will 
need to complete Schedule SK 
and pay sell employment taxes 
on their 1965 earnings 

Cash Tips Covered 

Cash tips received by work- 
ers count for social security if 
they total at least $20 a month 
from one job beginning Janu- 
ary 1, 1966 

Employees will need to make 
written reports of their tip in- 
come to their employers by the 
10th of the month after the 
month the tips are received (the 
report for January will he due 
by February 10). Employers 
will not pay a matching contri- 
bution on Hie reported tip in- 
come of their employees, hut 
will continue to match the em- 
ployees’ contribution based on 
their regular wages. 

Financing Provisions 

Several changes in social se- 
curity financing provisions go 
into effect on 1966 earnings. 
The annual earnings base, on 
which contributions are paid, 
will be increased from the pre- 
sent maximum of $4800 to 
$6600 in 1966 for workers and 
self-employed people

If a person’s yearly parnings 
exceed $1500, $1 in benefits 
will he withheld for every $2 
of earnings over $1500 and up 
to $2700 On earnings over 
$2700, $1 in lienefits will be 

withheld for each $1 in earn- 
ings Regardless of ins total in- 
come for the year, a beneficiary 
can receive a benefit for any 
month he does not earn wages 
of more than $125, and does not 
do substantial work in self-em- 
ployment.
